Continued from Advisory Action: 

amendment filed 3-25-02 deletes Ming Zhao and Norimitsu Saito and puts Li as the sole inventor 
of the present application. It is unclear how Li, who contributes, i.e. to give or supply in 
common with others, to the subject matter of claim 1, could be the sole inventor of the present 
application but Ming Zhao and Norimitsu Saito do not invent the subject matter of the present 
invention. In naming Zhao and Saito as the original jointing inventors, the original declaration 
filed 2-7-00 establishes that at least one of Zhao or Saito contributed to or solely invented the 
subject matter of original claims 1-5 and 7. Therefore, applicants' petition under 37 CFR L48(b) 
to correct inventorship filed 3-25-02 is improper. If the original declaration was in error with 
respect to claims 1-5 and 7, then applicants must comply with 37 CFR 1 .48(a) to correct 
inventorship.
